Tlio storm of Thursday was by no 
means confined to Victoria, as will be 
noted by the account given in ye.ster- 
day'B PoBt-Intelligencer of tlie way the 
galii raged on the Sound : 

For a long continued g^le that of yes- 
terday waa the moat violent ever known 
on the Sound. On December 9, l.S',)l, 
when 80 many ships were wrecked, the 
^vin(l was thirty-six miles an hour. Tlie 
sudden black sijuall of .April 9, 1S95, 
when the wind blew a milb a minute, is 
not to be compared with this storm, as 
it lasted but ten minutes. The wind 
caiuo first from the southeast, veerinir to 
the south and then to the southwest. 
Tlio storm originated in a iiigh prea- 
6ure area over Jlexico, and from there 
rushed to the low pressure area off the 
Straits. But little fear ia entertained 
for vessels oil' the coast, aa the gale did 
not blow ofl" coast. 

The harbor, with its rolling ridges 
crested with •white, waaa beautiful sif^lit. 
Early in the day a few steamers were 
Been ecnrryintr along, lying far over on 
one eiiie and ])lnnging. Ihipging the 
water front were craft of all (ieeci ipUons, 
and with the gusts of wiod they were 
l,hro\vh against the docks, an occaeional 
crasli telling of the force ot the coiitai;t. 
The Merchants' dock could not stand it. 
It had grown gray in service, and rheu- 
matic in the joints, and when the wind 
whistled about the piling it laid over and 
sank. This dock was particularly vul- 
noral)lt;. It was 150 feet long and less 
than ;;0 feet wide, and the wind picked 
it out aa a special point for attack. The 
long warehouse and offices have been 
condemned for the laet six months, 
and their losa therefore amounts 
|o little. The dock keeled over 
Ifbout 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and the warehouse waa soon broken 
■tip in the water. It fell against a scow 
tied to the old Ainswonh tt Dunn dock, 
and the piling on the soutlieast corner of 
the latter was knocked out. On the 
south waa a small dock belonging to the 
btarr estate and leased by W. H. Haines, 
tha oyster dealer. It was almost over- 
ttiraed but managed to ride out the 
storm. When the Merchant dock went 
down^ihe city water pipe connected with 
it burst and there was an impromptu 
rain storm for a few minatea. 

Six montba ago the dock was con- 
demned by the city council on the port 
warden's recommendation. It has been 
unoccupied since. It was the property 
of the Union Trust Company, being a 
portion of tlie WatSon C. ,S(iuire estate. 
In the oflico were some uiiiiiii)ortant 
shipping records and a sate belonging to 
Barnwell. 

The club house of the IClliott Bay 
Vacht Club at the foot of Battery street, 
was almost a wreck, butowing to heroic 
efforts of those aboard waa saved from 
very serious ilamage. The yachts moor- 
ed in that vicinity were all more or less 
damaged. The yacht Xora, owned by 
Commodore Henry Heuael waa injured 
to the extent of $150. 

None of the stern wheel steamers ven- 
tured out in the afternoon. Tlie sight 
of the water oil' BuwamiBh head and 
Alki jioiiit was enough to deter the most 
reckleuH steamboat man. The steamsliip 
Mexico with its great human cargo cailed 
for Alaska in the midst of the Htorni, 
and piissibh' the tjasaengera thoiiglit 
their hardships were having an early 
beginnini;. The steamers (.ireyhoand 
and Multnomah coming in at noon had 
great difiiculty in making a landing. 

The wind reached a velocity yesterday 
afternoon about o'clock of forty miles 
an hour. Very few houaea in the city 
escaped some slight damage. On the 
water front the old .Alerchant dock was 
blown over, two others damaged, and 
the nioaiiuito fleet was ahaken up severe- 
ly. Telegrajiliic comni uiiicat ion with 
the oiitsido world waa entirely shut oil'. 

Accoriiing to the table UHi.nl by tJie 
weather bureau this velocity is between 
a " gale," thirty-six miles, and a " strong 
gale," forty-five milea.

Tacoma, March 25. — I'"or live hours to- 
day the wind blew almost; a hurricane 
here, doing considerable damage to 
buildings, fences and wires. The wind 
reached a velocity of fifty milea per hour 
during the heaviest of the squalla. A 
number of buildings lost piirt of their 
roots, plate-glass windows in the busi- 
ness jiart ot town were lieniolished, and 
leiiCv;H, sign boarda and bill hoards were 
sent living in every direction. The 
waters of CummencenieiU bity were 
laalied into high whitecapa, antl one or 
two veeaele were driven from their moor- 
ings. No damage to shipping was done, 
however. 

Karly this morning, when the wind 
was at its highest, the draw span in the 
I'^leventh street bridge was blown open, 
and the bridge waa impassable for over 
half an hour. A funeral proceasion had 
atarted acroas the bridge from the east 
side, but after waiting for the draw to be 
replaced, turned back and drove to the 
city hy way of the reaervntion road. 

This afternoon a big plate glass win- 
dow iu the California building on Rail- 
road street came down with a craSh that 
sent the glass in every direction. No 
one was hurt. Bieces of the cornices 
were liurhid across electric wires, cutting 
the inaiilalora and interrupting teleplione 
connection. Many of the telephonecom- 
pany'a long-distance wires were blown 
down early in the day. 

The British ship Rhuddlan Castle, 
loading lumber at the Tacoma mill, was 
blown loose from her moorings and drift- 
ed down the Sound. A tug was dis- 
patched after her, and it is believed that 
Bhe escaped without injury. 



EGHOES OP THE STORM. 

Tlie Wires Hiun A^in and DamaRes Are 
Repatred." 

Although the force of the wind had 
conaiderably abated yesterday morning, 
pedeatriana who weio out early still had 
an uncomfortable time of it, especially 
in croHBing such open places as the 
.lames Bay bridgo. In fact there seemed 
at one a possibility of the storm being 
as severe' yesterday aa on the previous 
day, but the gusts grew less and less 
strong until iu the afternoon compara- 
tive calm reigned once again. 

It was not until getting on 
towards evening that communication 
with the outside woild by wire was 
restored and then tlio telegraph oflice in 
' Trouuce Alley became a scene of hurry- 
ing businesa. The operators were over- 
whelmed with commercial messages, 
and were kept hard at it getting rid of 
arrears caused by the temporary block. 
The press messages suffered by the de- 
lay, as the news of the world had to wait 
wliile private meafiages were got oir the 
"clickers." It was close on 1 o'clock 
tliis morning before the (irst telegraphic 
iiiesfiage was delivered at the Cui.o.Mai' 
otiice. Among the sufferers by the storm 
was Premier Turner, who had the fence 
around his house torn up. The Mart 
hlock, on Fisgurd street, adjoining the 
Methodist mission >to the Chinese, 
was damaged, it ia rejiorted, to the 
extent of close oa $100, the wind 
playing havoc with the roof of the build- 
ing. From the Jubilee hospital comes 
the news of the ^^reckaBe of the large 
archway which ornamented the en- 
trance. The force of the wind was so 
great out there that the pillars which 
Bujjported the archway were torn down 
altogether. While the excitement caus- 
ed by the storm was at its height out at 
the .Jubilee hospital an alarm of fire waa 
started there. Fortunately the bla/.e 
was soon extinguished. 

The Verbena had a narrow escape yes- 
tertlay afternoon. The vessel, which 
had gone into Constance Cove tu repair 
leaking ports, got caught in the full 
fury of the TO-uiile blow, and the best of 
seamanaliip could not prevent her being 
rapidly carried in the direction of White 
Rock. Tlie agento were prompt to act 
for the safety of the vessel as soon as 
tliey found out her risky position. The 
steamer Maud, with the Commodore 
personally in eominaiid, went out to 
liejp the Verbena and arrived only just 
in time to give her a line and save her 
from going on the rocks. Capt. Judd 
and the ship's agents were heartily con- 
gratulated along the waterfront upon 
the prompt and intelligent action that 
Ijreserved the vessel. 

As tlib CoLo.sTsT went to press the 
wind seemed about to resume its playful 
antics and was whistling through 
the telephone wires at a 
furious rate. At half-past one 
this morning it had attained a ve- 
locity almost tijual to that reached at 
the worst stage on Thursday afternoon, 
and it apffeared bent on breaking its 
own record.

ARTIFICIAL EAIN. 

51. Errera, professor of the Uiiivursity 
of Brussels, has succeeded, and by a very 
simiilo process, in making artificial rain. 
All that ho US03 is a bottle of Boliomiau 
glass which ia covered with au ordinary 
porcolniii saucer and is half-tilled with 
alcohol of 92 degrees strength. Me heats 
this bottle in a bath of water until the 
alcohol, the sides of the bottle and the 
saucer are of an almost e(|u;d toiiipora- 
turo. Then ho takes it out nf tlio bath, 
places it carefully on a table and obsen-e.s 
it closely. 

He ia rewarded by an interesting con- 
tact within. The upper air is tlio eight. 
The vapor of the alcohol soon fills the 
bottle, but the saucer cools rapidly, and 
the vapor being wanner, liecoinea con- 
densed as soon as it cuinci in contact 
with the bottle which also (|iilck- 
ly becomes of a lower temperaturo 
and real clouds soon appear. Tlieao 
•speedily become dissolved into a multi- 
tude of tiny raindrops which fall thickly, 
just as an ordinary^ rain shower. 

- >Thebath of water perforiDs the func 
t'on of the sun, the alcohol roj)resoiit8 
I he ocean ; the clear spaco beneath tlio 
Biiucor may bo compared to the puio sky, 
which dominates the sonibro mass of 
clouds and the upper air in the bottlo, 
chilled by contact with the saucer, plays 
the role of .the cold atmospheric currents 
ivhioh bring about the condensation of 
vapor into olOuds. 

Wo ."ioo, then, that the jihonomcnon is 
faillifuUy reproduced in ;dl its details 
A .still mom striking result can bo ob- 
tained by using a cold saucer in place of 
the warm one. In that place the difl'er- 
uiico of temrerature will bo increaeud 
anii'We dan witheBS ^.regular old-fashion - 
oi'storm or hurricane^ This is, indeed, 
a. tempest in a bbttlej-iVJ^eir York Herald. 



f FLIER. 
' A. Yesael to Citlss the Atlaatlc in Four 

. A wine merchant bi^t^klyn has just 
solved a problem, wbiis^ha^ been a sub- 
ject of study by engihe-makera for many 
years past. If the new invention can be 
applied to transatlantic veasela, the 
voyage will ba made in four days, or 
even leas. The point ia to adapt to the 
machinery of ships the ball-bearing sys- 
tem used for bicycles. The invention 
consists simply of a disc adapted to the 
shaft. Inside the disc are a series of 
steel lollora^coiitained in eight grooves, 
and turning a,roand the sliaft. Thia 
method reduces the friction and allows 
the speed of the ship to be increased. 
Mr. Van Wyck contends that this me- 
chanism can be adapted.to ships: of all 
sizes, Mr. Georgs Munio, who takes a 
groat interest in the new invention, in- 
tends to 1)uild aBhip aimilartothe"Now 
Then," in order to practically use it. 
A large number of experts, alnoiig whom 
is the chief engineer of the marine de- 
partment, have declared that the me- 
chanism invented by Mr. Vau Wyck 
will probably be used on United Stales 
warsoips. The Crosby company are also 
building a yacht that will show all the 
advantages of the new system. First 
claaa material is being used in the con- 
struction of the yacht. The keel will be 
.of oak, and ttie hall, above the water 
mark, will be of cedar. The length will 
be about fltty-two feet, and the yacht 
cau carry aa engine of a hundred and 
fifty horsepower. The new ^acht will 
be able to attain a speed of thirty miles 
an hour, and even more.

Vancouvbk, March 26.— (Special)— A 
strange ease in before the police court. 
A boy named Jamea was apprenticed for 
five years to Oapt. Walsh of the ship 
Pass of Milford, now in port. He became 
interested- -in "the Salvation Army on 
shore'and told a cofnpanton that he was 
going to desert. Thomas Whipple of tha 
Salvation Army, was called before the 
police magistrate this morning, charged 
with persuading young James to run 
away, as he hija been misaiiig since Mon- 
day night, when he obtained leave to 
take tea at Whipple's house. Wipple 
denied all knowledge of the boy's where- 
aboats and swore that he bad' advised 
James not to desert. The boy cannot 
be found. 

Another big strike has been made on 
the Tinhorn, The second tunnel, start- 
ed on a big outcrop of barren quartz, 
has run into a tine ledge of blue quartz 
at a short distance from the surface. The 
blue' quartz carries high values. The 
Tinhorn is being talked about almost as 
much now in Vnni!ouver as the Golden 
Eagle, and l<'airview camp is considered 
to be one of the moat ijroinising camps 
in Britiah Cukiinbia. The entire camp 
is in the hands of capitalists and tlie 
properties, being free milling, will be 
developed at once. Seventy -five men 
are now on the pay roll in the camp, 
which is constantly being visited by 
many mining engineers, 

Mr. Innee, who has recently returned 
from the^^Two Friends mine, reports a 
good strike on this property, in the 
main tunnel a body of ore was strutik 
runninfc about 12 ounces in gold, four 
ounces in silver and four pst cent cop- 
per. The vein is 30 inches wide. 

The Alpha Bell stock is at last on the 
market. Some 10,000 shares are all that 
will 1)0 sold in Vancouver, and it is 
ticipated that it will be bought ui-, very 
quickly at 50 cents from thi- fact that 
Mr. Noel, foreman of tho Golden Cache 
mines, in his report on the property, 
states that the vein in the Golden Eagle, 
on which he i"/ working, is distinctly 
traced aoroaa the Alpha Bell, about 750 
fe^ip distant, and the ore belt across the 
Alpha Bell, he believes, ib of the same 
nature as that of. the .Golden Eagle. 
Other quartz veins are also traced across 
the Alpha Bell. It is a rich proposition, 
and its value is proved by the develop- 
ment ot the Golden Eagle. Twenty 
thousand shares will be soKl in tlie prov- 
ince. 

The Texada Proprietory Company 
Jiave acquired the Alma mine, adjoin- 
ing their valuable )jrop'3rty on Texada 
Island known as the Silver Tin. 

The fjRheriea question was considered 
at a meeting of the Young Men's Liberal 
Club this week. All shades of politicians, 
however, are a unit on that question in 
Vancouver. It is thought that the gov- 
ernment should give one season's notice 
before disallowing fish traps in Boundary 
bay, owing to the large outlay necessary 
for their construction in the first place 
and the short time they have been in 
use. 

Barney Riley, a logger, is missing from 
his hotel on Water strciet. It is teared 
that he has fallen in the inlet, A lengthy 
search for him about town has been of 
no avail. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminsteb, March 28,— (Special)— 
At the timber commission yesterday, H, 
Best swore that his firm. Best Bros., 
had cut about ten booms of logs for the 
Hastings mill, Thev had no permit to 
cut timber. J. D. Townley stated that 
he was assistant to the general superin- 
tendent of the C.P.R, He would have 
cognizance: of all timber contracts for 
the railway during the existence of the 
contracts. The company had no permit 
from the government to cut timber. 
The last permit was dated 1891. The 
permit was returned in January, 1897. 
Tliey cut no timber now ; it was supplied 
by contract. They did not pay the dues 
on timber purchased from the Coast 
mills. On all outside contracts, includ- 
ing piles, they deducted unless a permit 
was produced showing the timber to be 
free from duty. They made a periodical 
settlement to the crown timber aiient of 
dues due to the government. They as- 
sumed all timber supplied them was cut 
lawfully. The witness when questioned 
as to the delay in returning tlio permit 
stated that they did not attach sufiicient 
importance to the fact that it was neces- 
sary to return it immediately. So de- 
mand was made by the government 
iigeiit; they .icied in perfect good faith. 
Ninety vur cent, of the timber 
used ' camo from the Coast. Mr. 
HiHginson had been given a pass 
over the Pacific division of the road. 
Mr. Higginson had taken occasion to ex- 
plain publicly that his pass was a com- 
pluiieiitary one, and bad not been given 
to him as crown timber agent. Mr. 
Higginson explained that about the time 
the pass was given to him he met with a 
serious accident on the road, which in- 
jured him for liio. Mr. Higginson siiys 
further, 

" r have as much right to travel on 
my complimentary pass and charge the 
government usual fares as members of 
parliament have to charge the country 
$650 for each trip to Ottawa and return, 
when the fare is not nearly that sum, 
the bulk of this amount coming out of 
the pockets of the industrious tarmer 
and workingman." 

Several claims have been st.tked out 
in the vicinity of the Bon Accord can- 
nery by Messrs. H. Luckenbach and J. 
Collier. It is stated some good ore has 
been found on the surface. 



WHO WAS HE? 



Ah tfhltno'Wn Suicide Found Near Seattle 
on Thursday. 

In a little ravine, forty rods north of 
the Lake VVaBhingtori pumping station 
where the sallalberry bushes, briars and 
second growth of fir trees combine in na^ 
turo's own way to make an almost im^ 
penetrable thicket, the body of a well- 
dressed man was found yesterday after 
noon at 5 o'clock. There was a bullet 
hole in his right temple, and, the thumb 
and forefinger of his right band' clutched 
a new 3S-calibro revolver, t 'A. gold- 
filled case watch was fouivi in 
tlie vest pocket, and in 'the left-hand 
pocket of the trousers was a 25-cent 
piece, but not a single thing was 
found that explained the identity of the 
dead. Everything pointed to deliberate 
suicide, and the condition of the body is 
such that it will not be an easy matter to 
secure positive identification. 

The body was that of a large man, five 
feet ten or eleven inches tall, and would 
weigh between ISO and 190 pounds. 
Even in the uncertain light furnished by 
a bull's-eye lantern it could bo seen that 
the clothes were of fine material. It 
became evident that the case was not of 
the ordinary kind. The man lay on his 
back. His left arm was thrown across 
his chest, and his'rieht was Extended at 
the side of his body. In the right hand 
was clutched a revolver. A black sloucl 
hat was glued to the top of the corpse's 
head, out when the light was Hashed 
upon the face, that looked decidedly 
ttie worse for wear and tear of 
the elements. It was seen that the fatal 
shot had taken eil'ectin the right temple. 
The body had on a black overcoat, a 
black worsted square cut coat lined with 
satin. The trousers were of good quality, 
a fine etripe, color, dark. The man wore 
a navy blue woolen shirt, with a necktie 
of mixed colors, the base being blue. 
The underclothes were good, color 
brown. His stockings were black and 
his shoes were of congress make nearly 
new. Tliey weio broad tones.

It will be noted that the civil govern- 
ment (salaries) statement shows a de- 
crease as compared with last year, but 
that public institutions (maintenance) 
charges have increased. Tliis is ex- 
plained by the transferrence from the 
former to the latter of the maintenance 
expenditureSj injiludiiig salaries, of sev- 
eral institutions. The amount to be 
voted for civil government (salaries) is 
$121,130, divided as follows: Lieuten- 
ant Governor's ollico, $1,501); Preinier of 
the province, |'2,002-, provincial secre- 
tary's department, $10, -132; finance de- 
partment, $10,288; agriculttira! depart- 
ment, $4,881; education and immigra- 
tion department, $4.0U0 ; lands and works 
department, $I'.),-")70 v attorney-generars 
department, $10,(iUU; land registrv odi- 
ces, $20,904 ; revenue Hervices, $14,50S; 
provincial timber insoectors, $2,700; in- 
spectors of mines, $;!,240; i)rovincial li- 
brary, $2,208 ; bureau of mines, $4,800; 
temporary asaistanee, $S,fiuO, 

The expenses under the head of legis- 
lation are practically the same as for 
18'.)G-97, except that the contingent fund 
is increased by $1,000. To hospitals and 
charities there is an increase of 
$1,700. Nelson lioapital is granted 
$1,000 more than last year, and 
the Victoria Refuge Home $500. 
Under tlie beading of destitute poor and 
sick there is also an increaee of .$2,000. 
The aid to resident physicians at Fort 
Steele, 150-Mile House, Comox, Mid- 
way and otlier places which can now 
well afford jihysicians, is to be discon- 
tinued. The expenses for the adminis- 
tration of justice (other than salaries), 
naturally increase with added population, 
but the vote is only $0,700 more. Educa- 
tion, whichahvays calls for thelargest vote 
beyond the public debt, shows an in- 
crease of nearly $19, 000, of which $:),180 
is for the eduation office, $1,500 for Van- 
couver city, .$2, GOO for New Westminster 
district, $1,700 for Yale, neatly $7,000 
for West Kootenay and $1,400 for Lil- 
looet. Revenue services call for an in- 
creased expenditure of $3,000. 

In regard to public works, the vote 
now asked shows an increase of close up- 
on $100,000 as compared with 1890-97. 
Under the beading works and buildings 
the estimated expenditure is $80,000 as 
against $33,000; Government House, 
Victoria, demands $3,000 aa agai^st^^2,- 
700; roads, streets, bridges and wharves 
call fo_r $290,550 in place of $244,050, 
while surveys are- put down again at 
$15,000, 'The main increase under 
works and buildings is duo to the 
necessity of constructing and furnishing 
public schools in the mining towns. 
For Eossland school $4,000 is set apart; 
Trail, $2,000; Xaslo, $4,000; Sandon, 
$1,000; New Denver, $1,000; S E. Koot- 
enav, $^00; Olinton, $1,600; Grand 
Forks, $1,200; Nicola Valley, $700; Nel- 



son (addition), $1,000; Greenwood, $800; 
Camp Slough. $500. The increase under 
roads and bridges is chiefly to either im- 
prove or aid in constructing roads in 
mineral districts and includes $3,000 for 
a road from China Creek mines, Alberni 
district. There is an increase of $10,000 
for the Westminster district. Appropri- 
ations are asked for lockups at Grand 
Forks, Greenwood City, Southeast Koot- 
enay and Trail. 

Among the miacellaneous items is 
$728 against $440 last year for the provin- 
cial exhibit at the Imperial Institute, 
London, England. The Agent-GenerAl's 
appropriation, $3,500, remaina the aame 
aa last ye.ir, while the vote for immigra- 
tion is $3,000 against $4,000 in 1896-97. 
There is a vote also of $500 for obtaininK 
agribtiltural statistics— which is a new 
item. '

How Newfoundland WllllBe UtllUed on the 
Route to Europei 

Referring to the recent attempts to 
shorten the passage aeroBS' the ' Atlantic, 
the Monetary Times observes that 
there is another way besides the char- 
acter of the vessels in which the trip 
across the Atlantic will shortly be 
abridged, lessening the voyage more tlian 
any form or character of vessels could 
alone do it. The railway across New- 
foundland, from east to west, with St. 
.folin'a at one end and Port au Basque 
at the other, is approaching completion. 
In connection with this road, .Sydney, 
Cape Rreton, will have steamboats, one 
of wliich is now being built at a cost of 
$200,000. The steamboat lines which 
sail from New York to Europe, aa well 
as Canadian vessels, will have to utilize 
the railway, or be left behind in the 
race; if a gain of anything like what is 
expected be made by the railway in 
ih'ortening the trip atjross the Atlantic, 
it .wlU be simply impoaalble for any line 
of ateamera in a position to make agreat 
gainby uae of the railway connection 
not to avail itaelf of the advantage. Old 
salts, once aboard would perhaps prefer 
to stick to the steamer all the way across, 
but there must be a large proportion of 
passengers who would prefer to divide 
the voyage by making lise of the New- 
foundland railway. — Railway Review,'

.Sickness In the ScventcoQtli Century. 

During the plague of 1G03 Francis 
Bering, "Doctor itt Physioke and Fel- 
low of the Colledgo of Physitians in 
London * * » published certain Rules 
and Dircction.s for the prevention of the 
spreading of. that contagious and all do- 
yonriug Sickness. ' * These he reprin tetl , 
"somewhat inlarged,'" Tu the nest 
plague .^oa.'iou of 1025, "to the vio-w and 
vso, and I hope good of my Cittizeus 
aud Conuirimon. " Among his rules aro : 

■^Conconrso of people to Stage playes, 
wakes or feasts and Maypole danncings 
are to be prohibited by publiquo Author- 
ity, whereby, as God is dishonored, tho 
bodies of men and women — hy Burfot- 
tiug, drnnkeunea and other riots and 
excesses — disposed to infieotion, and the 
contagion dangerously ficattered both in 
Oitie and Countrio. 

■ "Let iiotTho cmkaK.scs ot horses, dogs-, 
cats, etc., lye rotting. and poisoning the 
aire (as tlioy have done) in More and 
I'iiisburie litdds, and elsowhoro round 
about tho Citie. 

"Thu burying (jf infected bodies in 
clmrclu's, chuvchj'ards and, namely, in 
Paule.s Chnicbyard, where the chiofo 
Mtigistrates of tho Citieaud many other 
Citizens weete weekly to hear Sermons, 
must needs be not- onely inconneuient, 
but vorie dangerous for spreading tho 
contagion, and poisoning the whole 
Citie. "

The Province is to be conp;r;itulated on 
the estimates for the next fiscal year, 
which the Finance Minister was able to 
lay before the house yesterday. The 
goveranjent feels able to anticipate re- 
ceipts during the year begining on the 
first of July next of $1,288,089.45. The 
calcnlations upon which this estimate is 
based have been very carefully made, 
and the indications are that the amount 
will be exceeded rather than not reached. 
The estimated revenue for the current 
year was $1,163,789, and the indications 
80 far show that the receipts will be 
aboat this amount, so there is good 
reason to suppose that the several in- 
creases counted upon will be realized. 
It is very interesting to know that the 
estimated revenue for 1894 was ^821,(}liO, 
thus showing an increase of 50 per cent, 
in four years. It ia true that in two pre- 
vions years this amount 'Was exceeded, 
bat the excess was due to ex- 
ceptional land sales, which can hardly 
))e properly classed as current sources of 
ri;venue. At tlie close of the present 
liecal year it je expected that there will 
he a balance of .^285,000 on hand, which 
added to the anticipated revenue for next 
year will give the very handsome sum of 
$1,573,089.45 available {or appropriation 
at this session. * 

It will be observed that the expendi- 
ture contemplated, not includinf; what 
may be brought down in the supple- 
mentary eatiniates, amounts to ^l,5t)(i,- 
705.10. Thus the estimates contempliito 
substantially the expenditure of all the 
anticipated revenue and the balance on 
hand ; that is to say by the close of the 
next fiscal year the proceeds of the hist 
loan will be exhausted. It will be no- 
tired that tlioro ia an apparent decrease 
ill the estimate for civil ;^overnnient 
Hahirios. This is ex|)lainetl Ijy the fact 
(hat some of the amounts usually in- 
cluded under this head have been 
transferred to the administration of 
jdfitice salary account and the pub- 
lic institutions maintenance account, 
The increase in the estimate for public 
institutiouB is in a large measure due to 
necessary outlay on the lunatic asylum. 
Tiie increases in the other items are due 
to the general expansion of provincial 
interests. The demand for court houses, 
school houses and jails calls for an in- 
crease in the csliinate for works ami 
buildings. Tlu- vuy !-nl)atantial in- 
crease for road.H, streetH, bridges and 
wharves needs neither exjilanation nor 
apology. It is worthy of note tluit of 
the total expenditure over $800,000 is for 
what may be called public works, that 
is, for matters directly for the benefit of 
the taxpayers, thus:

This is a very excellent showing, 
(ispepially when we reflect that the ex- 
pense of the government eatablishmont 
will not much increase in the future, so 
that as the revenue increases there will 
be more to be expended on works directly 
for the benefit of the people who pay the 
taxes. 

Our own expectation is that the re- 
vi-nue for next year will exceed the es- 
liiiiato and reach $1,300,000, and we 
tljjnlv it not unreasonable to exj)ect that 
liy the year followint:, that is tlie year 
riidipg Jiine 30, 1809, we may confident- 
Iv IbSk' for a revenue from existing 
Hourcea ("rjiial to tliu wliolo amount ap- 
propriated this year, if we amy anti- 
cipate during the next four yeara an in- 

crcaso equ^l to that iu the last four, and i least an equal chance with all conl]pett 



There has come to you, sir, an oppor 
tunity such as has never presented it 
self to any Canadian premier. Upon 
your illustrious predecessor, Sir John A. 
Macdonald, devolved the stupendous 
taak of welding into permanent union 
the several provinces and the great un 
organized territory forming British 
North America. The verdict of history 
will l;e that tlie worlv was well done. 
Even now, though we are yet too close 
to the picture to lose sight of the rough 
strokes of the artist's brush, the people 
of Canada, irrespective of party, recog- 
nize that the great Premier had a work 
to do and tliat lie did it wisely and well. 
Your advent to power ia due to the fact 
that the work of Confederation has been 
completed and that the people demand 
a new departure. It is not necessary to 
remind you that the history of national 
progress the world over shows that be- 
hind the advancing and receding waves 
of public opinion, as expressed from 
time to time at elections, there is a force 
which, like the incoming tide, surmounts 
all obstacles. In that distinguished and 
honorable gentlemen, Alexander Mac- 
kenzie, who for flv4 years occupied the 
position which you no,-, lill as premier 
of the Dominion and leader of the Lib- 
eral party, Canada had a first miniater 
whose integrity, ability and patriotism 
his moat vigorous opponents always con- 
ceded. But his administration was a 
failure, because, unlike King Kannte of 
England, he did not recognize theresist- 
lesaness of the force c«nlronting him. 
lie mistook the ripples on. the shore for 
the full flood of the tide. 

But great as was the opportunity be- 
fore Sir John Macdonald, it was not 
equal to that before you. You are ex- 
ceptionally fortunate in some respects. 
You have taken office at a time when 
Canada has awakened to a realization of 
ita power. The Canada of to-day is no 
longer the chubby boy with a handsled, 
such as cartoonists are fond of portray- 
ing, but a vigorous, dear-eyed, resolute 
youth on the very thresliold of man- 
hood, confident of his strength, buoyant 
with that hope which springs from a 
consciousness of power, and ambitious 
to emulate the deeds of his great parent. 
Our southern neighbors, for reasons that 
do not specially concern us, have chosen 
to adopt a policy of commercial 
antaconism towards our country. 
They have done this at a time 
w hen theif own internal aflairs are far 
from being iu a satisfactory condition. 
Their country is racked over financial 
problems; grave social questions imperil 
ita future; the viiat arable domain, which 
was the chief factor in its marvellous de- 
velopment, ia substantially all occupied 
and so far from being in a position to in- 
vite the overflpwing population- of the 
old world to cast in its lot with it, the 
Republic is setting up barriers to immi- 
gration at the same time that uncertain- 
ty as to the future financial policy of the 
country is erecting barriers to foreiirn 
capital. There ia throughout the Brit- 
ish Empire at this moment a growing 
movement for closer unity, which, if its 
development is encouraged, will mean 
much for the great colonies of Canada, 
Australia and .'-^outh Africa, which 
lioariefes within tliemaelvcs all the ma- 
teria] for imperial development. Whe- 
tlier tills [closer union sliall he of a 
political nature or whether it shall con- 
sist iu a strengthening of sentimental 
and commercial ties is a malter for the 
future to determine; but there ia no 
ilouiit that the hour is propitious ior its 
promotion, and that ita ' iiroiiiotioii 
mean.s iiincli for tlie material prosperity 
of the Canadian i)eople. Amid this en- 
tourage of circumstances, the fortune of 
politics haa placed tlie guidance of the 
destinies of the Dominion in your 
hands, has made it possible for you to 
give a new character to Canadian life, 
haa caat upon you the duty of striking 
tlu^ key-note of progress. When we re- 
ineniljer that the Dominion, whose wel- 
fare ia for the time being in your hands, 
embraces half a continent and is the 
keystone in that matchless Arch of Em- 
pire, with which British pluck and en- 
ergy have spanned the world, we realize 
at once the greatness of your opportun- 
ity and the gravity of your responsi- 
bility. 

Canada haa as great an arable area 
awaiting colonization as the Ihiited 
States had in the days when (3hio waa 
" the West." We know what the de- 
velopment of the greater West of that 
Kepublic meant and can form from this 
knowledge some estimation of what the 
colonization of our great prairies, of the 
great interior of Ontario and Quebec and 
of the ricli valleys of iiritiah Columbia 
will mean. Canada has ns great min- 
eral resources, at least, as those which 
made the United States for a long time 
first in the list of producers of pre* 
ciouB metal. Our double ocean fron- 
tier enables the Dominion to compete 
for the trade of , Europe and grasj) 
t le commerce of the Orient, with at 



torB.- dtiir resources are varied and of 
enormous 'magnitude. There is scarcely 
iin avenue of human industry, open to 
the residents of the temperate zone, in 
which Canadians in Canada need to take 
a place second to any rivals. We enjoy 
the prestige and protection of the British 
flag. 

Such are some of the considerations 
which will govern the Canadian people 
in judging the policy of your administra- 
tion. You may in the present session of 
parliament give an earnest of your ap- 
preciation of them, you may be able to 
give the Dominion a new impetus. If 
you do so, whether your term of office 
shall be long or short, you can gain the 
lasting gratitude of your fellow-country- 
men, and Canada will be the better fpr 
your having lived in it. 



The BoBslandor thinks it posHible to 
have too much foreign capital brought 
into the Province for the development of 

our mines. We can hardly agree with 
this ])roi)oaition. It ia quite true that 
wlien outsiders control our mines the 
dividends are not spent in the Province 
as a rule, but if wo only carried on such 
business in British Columbia as was 
beneficial to the people of the Province 
alone, there would be a curtailment of 
enterprise to an extent that would para- 
lyze industry and destroy tlie value of 
property. The Kosslander would do 
well to return to its original policy of in- 
viting all the outside capital possible to 
come into the Province.

Major \V. A. Cooper, with Warrini; 
Kennedy, .Neil Cochrane and Prospector 
Borden, of Itoaslaiid, who have been up 
the river for about 10 miles, exrminiug 
some mining property, returned last 
night on the Trail. When seen at the 
Windsor hotel by the IJecord representa- 
tive. Major Cooper said he had just re- 
turned from the Garden of Eden. Being 
asked to explain the startling informa- 
tion, he said : 

"I have just seen the most remark- 
able phenomenon that has ever come 
under my observation— a veritable Gar- 
den of Eden. In the midet of the sno w- 
capped peaks with heavy snowstorms in 
full blast within a mile, my companions 
and myself lay upon green grass without 
our coats, and enjoyed almost spring 
weather. 

"It was .37 miles from Trail on the 
Columbia river. Vi'o left Trail last 
Friday morning in a blinding snow 
storm, and as the storm has been of 
unusual length and severity and has re- 
sulted in such s deep snowfall here and 
at Eosaland, we came near abandoning 
our trip. Prospector Borden had so per- 
sistently claimed and still insisted that 
we should find no snow on his claims 
thiit we finally concluded to push on be- 
lieving that we would enjoy the trip. 
The storm continued nntil noon. We 
had great sport with Borden about his 
fabulous snowless region and had so far 
shaken hia faith that as we were drawing 
near our destination, he admitted that 
perhaps, owing to the great fall of snow, 
there inight be a couple of feet there. 

" You can imagine onr surprise and 
wonderment at finding in the midst of 
this vast snow region a spot over l-J,000 
feet lone and 200 feet wide where green 
grass and beautiful (lowers were smiling 
their welcome." 

Major Cooper e.xhihited in proof of his 
statement a small bucket half tilled with 
tufts of grass and flowers of the butter- 
cup variety, pulled up by the 
roots. They were not hothouse 
flowers. The other gentlemien in 
the party testified to the remark- 
able phenomenon, saying that they 
know it was hardly reasonable that such 
a thing could be. They have 'become 
very much interested and will endeavor 
to learn the causes. Tliey describe the 
tract as shaped like a half moon, circled 
t)y high tflountaina on one side with the 
Columbia river on the; other. It is 
thought that a thermal spring may be 
tlie cause of the strange spot. — Rossland 
Kecord.

If. B. C"iii[isti:nsi:n of the Bella Coola 
Meacantile Company, arrived down by 
the Boscow-itz and ia staying at the Do- 
minion. He brings the very sad news 
of the death of Bev. C. Sangstadt, the 
founder and pastor of the colony. Rev. 
Mr. Sangstadt, it will be remembered, 
u-rived in \'ictoria about the 27tTi of 
February last for the purpose of buying 
stock and machinery. After attending 
to liis business he left for his home on 
the 1,0th instant. While here he. con- 
tracted a a(!vere cold , and consulted l»r. 
II. C. Elliott, who brought him anmnd 
autlicii'ntly, to cause aim lo think it safe 
to Stan lor hoiiif. He arrived al iirlla 
Coola (in the lUth instant and superin- 
tended tlie discliaru'ing of hia freight 
(though very ill, I which consisted of a 
team of Ihmscs and t,wocow-a with calves, 
a lot of general nuuchaiulise as well as 
machinery for a saw mill which he and 
Mr. Hansen were to i)ut up tliis' siiring. 
'riioii>,'li he was (juite aick hia death was 
unexpected, and came aa a severe blow- 
not only to his family but to the entire 
colony. Ke was a loving liusbaud and 
a true fatiier — a man of great energy, 
admired by all who came in contact with 
him. The decased had a large family, 
some of whom are married and live in 
the East, while four bovs and two izirls 
are with their mother at Bella Coola. 
Tlio late Mr. Sangstadt was horn in 
Norway, but the greater part of his life 
was spent in America, during 2.') years he 
being a minister of the gospel in the 
Lutheran church. In October, ISH I, he 
wae the leader of a hand of Norsemen, 
who came to colonize this section of 
country and it i.-* largely owing to his 
persistent eflbrta that the wilderness 
has been partially transformed into a 
fruitful valley.

A largely-attended meeting of work- 
ingmen was held in Sir William Wallace 
Society hall last night, under the 
auspices of the Trader and ijabor Coun- 
cil of Victoria, who took advantage of 
the presence in our city of Mr. A. l". 
■Jury, to have him address the laboring 
classes on subjects of interest to them. 
President Tagg occupied the chair, and 
the first speaker was Mr. Forster, 
M.P.P., who referred to the practice of 
granting tracts of land to railways 
which, he believed, should before many 
years bo owned by the government. 
He was not in favor of assisting immi- 
gration. 

• Mr. Macpherson, M.P.P., was the 
next speaker, and also referred to the 
railway land grants. The state, he was 
convinced, should own the railways, as 
was the case in New Zealand and the 
Cape of Good Hope. The workingmen 
of Victoria should organize, for their 
own good, aa in union was strength. 
They nuiat go into politics if they wished 
to do any good. 

The chairman then introduced Mr. A. 
F. .Jury, who was received with /ipplause. 
He had been, he stated, a member of 
the Toronto Labor Council for 20 years, 
and was satisfied that the results of the 
Victoria ^Trades and Labor Council 
would bo'as good as in those of the Tor- 
onto council. The work of fighting the 
laws obnoxious to the laborers fell upon 
the trades and labor councils in the cen 
tres of population, and It will be the 
Victoria council that will have to do the 
heavy work in this section. The work 
generally begins with the local union, 
then it is handled by the provincial, and 
finally, as in the case of the Ohineae 
(juestion, the matter w-ill go to tiie Do- 
minion council, who have always treated 
matters of this nature in a proper spirit. 
With respect to the Chinese (lueation, in 
former years as the question was a new 
one the Federal government were unable 
to.go as far in the matter as could now 
be expected. Although a long way off 
in distance the labor (Council of the Do- 
minion was very near the local council 
in the object they liad at heart. He 
wished to thank the Victoria council for 
having endorsed his appointment under 
the Dominion government. He would 
try to carry out to the best of his abilities 
the rules in connection with the immi- 
gration office in Liverpool. He was, op- 
posed to damping panpers or semi- 
paupers into the Dominion and he in- 
tended that he should not lose sight of 
this in his jjresent oflice. The labor 
market here should be recruited through 
the labor councils in J'mgland, There was 
No need of additional laborers in the 
East, and from what he could see it was 
a similar case out West. 

A Voice— " There's a surplus — we 
don't want any more." 

People don't generally fly from work 
to look for work, and those who had left 
the country in search of employment 
would not have done so if they could 
have stopped here. The mere fact that 
they had left the country showed that 
tliey could not obtain work at a proper 
rate, and consequently had gone else 
whe to look for it 

The 'abor question was a world-wide 
one. Wherever " hire " is for sale ther 
will be found the labor question. The 
day may come when labor will have 
sense or he ttirifty enough to employ 
labor, but that day lias not yet come. 
It is no disgrace to tell a workinginan 
that he is the descendant of a slave; tha 
progress has been uradual through the 
long centuries — first a slave, then the 
serf and so on, until the workingman 
has become a citizen; and if that pro 
gress has been made in the past, what 
may not he expected in the future? It 
was not ao many years ago in hhigland 
tliat Frost, Jones and Williams had 
been transported for demanding the 
franchise, " but now we have got it." 
The speaker then went on to show how 
the welfare of the laboring men occu- 
pied the thoughts of the greatest living 
writers, and insisted that each indi- 
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That's what people are loaking for 
and tuey can gat U too.

vidual workingman present was a link 
in the j,reat chain that binda humanity. 
The advantages of organization were 
shown and the workingmen were ad- 
vised to form unions in order that the 
labor market might be controlled. The 
wlieat operators when they wish to raise 
tl;e price of that product simply corner 
the market ; just so with labor, before la- 
borers could better themselves they must 
be in a jiosition to coiner the market, 
liy raising the standani cit wages in one 
jdace the standard was the better en- 
abled to he raiaeil all along the line. To 
attempt to jirovc^ the advantage of or- 
gaiii/.atiou to workingmen was, the 
speaker eaid, like trying to show the ad- 
vantage oi "coming in out of the rain." 
The advantages of tlie single tax ayetem 
were ihvclleil on and illustrated, but it 
wa^: (.'vident that the meeting was not 
unaiiiiiions on this jioiiit. Mr. .Jury 
went on to illustrate the great import- 
ance of co-operation, and gave tlio in- 
stance of twelve laborers in lilngland, 
who in the early 40's put one shilling 
each a week into a common fund, and 
to-day the results are a business equal 
to C.'jO.OOO.OOO annually, with vessels of 
their own and buyers in all the leading 
cities of America, as well as China and 
.laiiau. The workiugnieii of this country 
could do aa much for themselves if they 
would only try to help themselves, and 
not always ho asking the goverii- 
iiient to assist them. Co-operation was 
the great secret of the improvement 
of the masses. The laboring classes iir 
l''ngland, as a result of this kind of' 
work, were better off, the speaker 
thought, tlian any similar class on the 
face of the earth. 

The results of a visit to Chinatown and 
an interview with a Chinaman were then 
related, and Mr. Jury trusted that the 
people of this country would not let any 
government squeeze the life out of the 
people as the Chinese government had. 
A reference was then made to the pro- 
posed workingniou's club, and the hojie 
expressed that it would result in as much 
good as it ought to those who took jiart 
in it. 

A hearty vote of thanks was passed to 
the lecturer on the completion of his ad- 
dress, and the meeting adjourned at 
10:30 p.m.

IT WINDS ITSELF. 

The Latest Novelty to Appeal to the Lazy 
Man. 

The latest novelly iu the line of time- 
epers will appeal to la/,y peojile. It 
consists of a w-atch tluit does not rei|aire 
any winding. All that is iieceasary for 
its owner to do in order to have the 
time with him always is to walk half a 
mile a day. Tlio watch does the rest. 

These novel watches are got out in 
several varieties of cases, some of them 
extremely oriuiuiental, but the kind most 
commonly seen in Chicago is made with 
a plain black case and an open face. The 
winding mechanism consists of an in- 
genious contrivance by which a small 
weight is raised and lowered from the 
jar of walking. The motion ot the weight 
works a small ratchet arrangement which 
winds the spring lo its full tension and 
then is automatically held until more 
winding is needed. A course of shakiiiix 
up and down for a few minutes will an- 
T the .'^anie purpose as a stroll afoot, 
while the jolts and jars of ordinary ex- 
istence are likewise made useful as a 
means of winding. 

The possibilities which this new watch 
opens uj) for forgetful and lazy people are 
enormous. The man who comes home 
late at night by an irregular course of 
progression down the street will no 
longer need to have his wife wind his 
watch in order to keep it going, and the 
more temptuous and full of ups and 
downs his evening has been the better 
the watch will be wound. The student, 
college professor and young woman in 
ove will all bo blessed with a iiorfect- 
ninning timepiece, no matter how often 
they forget to wind it before going to bed 
at night. Above all, society will be de- 
ered from the necessity of hearing the 
remarks of the fool man who says he 
doesn't carry a watch simply because 
he is too lazy to wind it.— Chicago Tri- 
bane. .

On the Lunacy bill coming up for re- 
port, 

Dr, Walkem moved that section 
40 be amended by striking out 
the section and inserting in lieu thereof: 

" 40. When a lunatic sent to any 
public hospital for the inanne ia 
under the age of 21 years and has a 
father or a mother able to pay for hi 
maintenance, or a guardian or commit- 
tee, it shall be the duty of the Medical 
Superintendent to eend a copy of tlie 
order and certificates , attested under liis 
hand and iliat of the clerk ot such pub- 
lic hospital for the insane, to the father 
or mother, guardian or committee (as 
the case may . be) of the lunatic, to 
which copy the said Medical Superin 
tendent and clerk alkali adbseribe a cer 
tificate of the adniission of the lunatir, 
and of the amount which will become 
due for him each month to the hospital, 
by the regulations of the hospital for 
insane made in that behalf, and 
the Medical Superintendent shall 
at once render an account to 
the father, mother, guardian or 
committee (aa the case may be) so liable 
for the maintenance and clothing of the 
patient, from the date of his admission 
Into such hospital for insane; and such 
peraon or persons shall be uolilied that 
the patient will bo made a private pa- 
tient, and that be or they muat provide 
a bond in Form M in the schedule to 
this act, for the future maintenance of 
the patient in the hospital for theinaane. ' ' 

This and some minor amendmenta 
were put in, and the report was adopted. 

The house then went into committee 
on the Water Clauses Consolidation At!t, 
Dr. Walkem in the chair. 

The committee struck out fiection 121, 
which eaipowerud miiiiiuijialitieH to 
make gnmta of land or lionusfB to power 
compuniea. Tlio reason for etrikiiitr out 
this was that it might bo conatrued as 
overriding the Municipalities Act. 

Mr. Forster moved that Mr. Adams'

Enterprising ^Aug^ust Heinze Has 
Added a Great Smelter to the 
Dominion's Industries. 

'f.^;/:' 'C7i'omt)ieBosalandIU]ier.) . 

A^Vepresehtative of the Miner spent 
the 'greater part of last Monday in look- 
ing through the Trail emelter. Great 
changes have been made since the lirat 
furnace was blown in now something 
more than a year ago. In that period 
there has not been a day when there 
was not under coneideratiou or in actual 
execution some enlargement or improve- 
ment. It stands to-day the moat tri- 
umphant proof that could be given of the 
resources of the mines about Bossland, 
TluB smelter was planned, huilt and has 
been operated for the express purpose of 
treating Roseland ores, and its growth 
and aueccsa in a measure stand for the 
growth and Bucceaa of tlie camp. 

Wlien one goes through this vast 
smelting plant as it stands to-day and 
uuderatanda that the whole of it haa 
been created in so short a time, he can- 
not fail to bo struck with admiration for 
the wealth of the camp that can support 
it, as well as the ability and courage re- 
quired to bring it to so high a point of 
elKciency. The Trail smelter is a tre- 
meridoua inatitution. It and its apsoci- 
ated enterprises now represent an in- 
vestment of over $1,000,000. In August, 
1895, the hill upon which the smelter 
now stands was a bare, untouched piece 
of ground. To-day it is the busiest spot 
win the whole Dominion of Canada. 
HI:GA^ o.\ a small scale. 

The purpose of this article is to give a 

■ sort of retrospect of the development of 
this vast industrial enterprise. It start- 
ed with four reverberatory furnaces and 

- one small blast furnace, each of the 
former having a capacity of about 25 
tons a day, and the latter having a 
.capacity of 50 tons a day. Much was to 
be learned about the treatment of Rosa- 
land ores when the smelter was started. 
The reverberatory furnaces are used 
almost entirely in Butte, and the little 
blast furnace was put in as an experi- 
ment. It may be appropriate to state 
here that the reverberatory furnace rep- 
resents the old English plan of smelting 
by radiation, whilst tlie blast furnace 
represents the German jilan of smelting 
by direct contact. 

The ore for the reverberatorius is 
crushed to a tine jjowder and spread out 
over Ihe bottom of thu furnace. Wood 
is used for fuel, and is fed in a fire box 
in the rear,, the flames being driven in 
over the ore bed by a strong blast. For 
the .blast-furnace the ore is not crushed 

<ti a' powder, but is broken up into pieces 
of the size of a hen's egg, and fed with 
an intermixture of coke aud limestone, 
tie latter being the flux. A strong 
blast is sent up from below and the 
tlame comes in direct contact with the 
ore. The blast furnace is the simpler 
and more economical, but where ores 
require concentration the reverberatories 
must be employed, since the concen- 
irates are in the form of a powder. 

THK CAl'ACITY QUADRUPLED. 

The first improvement at tlie Trail 
smelter was the putting in of a new 
blast furnace of 200 tons capacity. This 
means 200 tons of ores and iluxes. The 
actual ore capacity was 180 tons. This 
furnace was put in last summer. Hard- 
ly had it been put in operation when it 
became evident that greater capacity 
would be ueeded, so an order was placed 
early last fall for another 200-toa blast 
furnace. The little 60-ton furnace was 
then taken out to make room for the 
new one, which is now just completed 
and ready to be blown in this week. 
The little furnace just taken out will be 
rebuilt as soon aaroom can be made for 
it.. When these changes are all com- 
pleted the smelting capacity of the plant 
will be 5G0 tons a day. 

But it is not proposed to use all the 
furnaces on ore. A refinery is being 
liuilt and two of the reverberatory fur- 
naces are to be given up to matte smelt- 
ing. The ore smelting will be done by 
the two remaining reverberatories and 
by the three blast furnaces. 

HANDLINC; OK SLAG AM) >L\TTi;. 

Late last fall a very important change 
was made in the disposition of the slag 
from the furnaces as well as in the treifl- 
ment of the matte product. A stream 
of water was run through the works and 
the molten elag was turned into this and 
carried off in granulated form. It is a 
remarkable fact that when molten slag 
or metal comes in contact with cold run- 
ning water it immediately granulates. 
All the slae from the Trail smelter ia now 
carried olf down the hill by a atream of 
water and is dejiositcd like a lieaj) oi 
aawduat. 

The copper matte carrying the gold 
and silver values ia also run into a 
stream of water and is run up through 
an elevator, being linally depoaited in as 
convenient form for sacking and trana- 
portation aa sugar or flour. The use of 
cold water in granulating both the waste 
and valuable products of the smelter re- 
sults in a great saving in many ways, 
and marks' a distinct advance in the 
treatment of ores. While it was known 
that cold water would granulate molten 

■ Blag and mietal the application of the 
• discovery has nowhere been so succeas- 
i fully applied as in the Trail smelter. 

NEW ELKCTUIC IT.ANT, 

Another great improvement will be 
•the introduction of electric power. Tiie 
machinery for this change is all on the' 
ground and will soon be in operation. 
'The water is conducted from two or 
three mountain streams by steel pipes, 
and delivered on I'elton wheels in a 
building on the flat below the smelter 
iiill. Tiiere ia a single descent of 250 
feet from the smelter hill to the generat- 
ing plant below, and the water has a to- 
tal head of over 800 feet. The power se- 
cured ia Butlicient to generate 200-horse 
j)Ower, which will be ample to supply 
the dynamos for the entire smelter 
|)lant, as well aa the lights for all the 
biiikling and grounds, 

CAS'AUA'h FIIIST KI'.FJNICRY.- 

Perhaps the most important step taken 
by Mr. Heinze since ho commenced the 
construction of the smelter itself was the 
addition of a refinery. This involves the 
expenditure of large capital aiid the erec-

n of two large buildings. One of these 
buildings ia juat completed, and the other 
one would have been completed hy thi^ 
time had the weather been more favor- 
able. 

The one now ready stands behind the 
main smelter building, and is not seen 
from the town of Trail on the flat below. 
This is the roaster building. It covers 
two largo roasting furnacei. The other 
building, which is just behind it and on 
the brow of the high hlull' overlooking 
the Culumbja. will be the refinery 
proper. The foundations are just being 
completed, and the superstructure will 
be erected very speedily. It is hoped to 
have the electric plant and refinery in 
operation within sixty days. 

THK MATTE ANU ITS VALUE. 

The product of the matte at the pres- 
ent time is copper matte. This runs 
from 40 per cent to 80 per cent copper, 
carrying also the gold in the ore and 
what little silver there may be. This 
matte is shipped away to refineries in 
various parts of tho United States. 

WOUK OK TJIU UEFI.N'KKV. 

When the refinery of the Trail smelter 
is in operation there will be no more 
shipments of matte to American refin- 
eries. Both the gold and silver will be 
extracted here at home and will be 
made ready for the mint. It is not yet 
definitely determined just what degree 
of finish will be given to the copper. 
This will depend very largely upon com- 
mercial conditions. The completion of 
the refinery will he an important event 
in the history of British Columbia and 
Canada. Then for the first time will 
ouroWn- gold' ana* silver be ;c6hverted' 
from the crude ore of the mines to the 
commercial products in the jnarkets of 
the world. This looks like getting on a 
self-sustaining basis. It will be a proud 
day for Rossland when this nappy 
achievement ia accomplished by the 
Trail smelter. 

THE FUBIi QUESTION. 

It must not be supposed the progress 
of the Trail'smelter to its present state 
of prosperit]^ and success has been with- 
out its serious drawbacks and hind- 
rances. There haa never been a time 
when there was a doubt or any serious 
difliculty connected willi the treatment 
of the Kosaland ores, but the fuel ques- 
tion has often caused grave trouble. 
Some of tlie coke has been brought from 
Wales. Some of it has been shipped 
from Pennsylvania. Then again the 
Puget Sound coke was tried. Much 
wood was used, but the wood had to be 
used before it was well seasoned, owing 
to tho desire to get under way. Coal is 
very expensive, and it is almost impos- 
sible to secure regular delivery at Trail. 

It ia for the solution of the fuel pro- 
blem that tbo Orow's Nest Fa'ss road is 
BO much desired. Coal is now $12 a- ton 
and coke $13 a ton. The Orow's Neat 
Pass road is expected to deliver both 
coal and coke at half the pricea or even 
less, 

iTTriti: oi-' Tin; inim'strv. 
What ia the future of the smelting and 
refining industry, estiibliehed bo suc- 
cessfully at Trail by Mr. Ileinze? If so 
much haa been done in a little over a 
year, what will be done in five years? 
When Mr. Heinze blew in his furnaces 
he had as a guarantee of ore supply a 
contract with the Le Hoi company for 
37,i")00 tons of ore, with a conditioned 
contract for 37,500 tons additional. 
This contract' is still running and in 
force, but a great deal of ore from other 
mines in the camp has been treated, and 
now Mr. iloin/.e lias just fortified him- 
Bclf by purchasing the Kootenay and 
Columbia mine at the price of $600,000. 

IIBINZE'S ASTONISUINQ ENTERPIUSE. 

He has built a railroad from his smel- 
ter to the RoBsland camp, and is now 
building another railroad tip the Colum- 
bia river, so that he can draw the silver- 
lead ores from the Slocan. But he haa 
gone much father than this, lie has 
practically completed arrangements to 
penetrate the great Boundary mining 
country witli a railroad this season, and 
when this line is ljuilt his smelter will 
have a now and inexhaustible field to 
draw from. The possibilities of tliis en- 
terprise within tne scope of live years 
are not to be described at the present 
further than to say that Trail is destined 
to be one the gret^test emoting and re- 
fining centres in the worfd.'

DEEP WATERWAYS. 

Mr. Keefer Points out the Scope ot tlic 
Commission. 

Mr. ThomaH C. Keefer, civil engineer, 
of Ottawa and a member of tho Deep) 
Waterways Commission, was in the city 
this morning. Asked as to the present 
position of the zommission, Mr. Keefer | 
said : " There seems to be a misconcep- 
tion aa to the pcopie of the couirnisaion. 
\Vt> were not appointed to consult 
with the .AnieritMn oiiL'uieera on 
the deepeiiii:.; of e?:i;lmg wafer- 
wavfi, or to cniihuler that at all. The 
.\incrican govi rniiieiit appoiiiteii a-coiii- 
nii:-hion to cuiirider llui iiest rotilo liir 
a deep waterway. The Aiiiei ican presi- 
Hidcnt nnide a reciuesl to our government 
for the appointment of a com iniaaion to 
meet their cominission ahotild tho best 
route be found to be international. We 
were therefore not even a joint commis- 
sion but an international one, and we 
were merely a tender on the American. 
As a matter of fact we did meet the 
American commission three times — first 
at Detroit, then at Niagara, and again at 
Detroit. We presented reports to our 
gr)veriinient, but they were merely as to 
the Biibject matter of our conferences. 

We gave tho Ainericans all the infor- 
mation we could. Ah a riiiilt(!r of fat^t 
the deep \vat(!rway would only touch 
Canadian territory at one ])oint, lie- 
ttteen Lake Chainjilain and the St. 
L:iwience. However, the .VmericanH 
will only conaider a waterway to New 
York, and that probably ends it as far 
as we are concerned. Cf course, they 
might make an application for the imr- 
pose of using the St. Lawrence route. 
At tho firesent time we aie doing noth- 
ing. We can only move when they 
move, and tliey are blooked for want of 
money. They submitted an amount, 
but it was not passed. I understand it 
will be passed, but that it ia proposed to 
put the sum under the control of tho 
American Topographical Cominission. 
That may end tlie wJiole work aa far as 
tho commission is concerned, meana 
time, we can only wait and aee. — Mon- 
treal Star. 



left their bunks until advised of their 
predicament. Cantiiin Roberts was at 
the wheel anil Pilot .lensen, who had 
been in charge, had jiiat retired when 
tho accident hapiiened. .Ml took the 
afl'air very coolly and for some lime be- 
lieved the steainef would free herself. 
So lirinly convitic.ed of this were they 
that there was no attempt made to send 
anyone ashore until about 10 o'clock, 
when Pilot Jensen started for iiolla 
Bella with the only two ladies there 
were aboard. At 10::!0 o'clock Fred 
M. Stevens, one of the passengers who 
is on his way up the Yukon, to establish 
a line of trading posts between Lake 
Linderman and Klondyke, left for 
Grassie island with the second boatload, 
and afterwards disembarkation followed 
fast. Pilot Jensen had returned from 
Bella Bella with a number of Indian 
canoet^ to af«ist in the work, and at 11 
o'clock all the paasengera were on shore. 
At the time of the accident the tide was 
lalliiig rapitlly, and at the extreme low- 
est stage the ateamer lay over on her 
starboard bilge, resting heavily with 
her big load on some [lointed rocka. By 
ti.e time 11 o'clock got around tho 
fl jod tide almost completely covered 
the wreck. The crew worked with might 
and main to save as much of the cargo 
as possible and would while the tide 
was low pile stacks of it unon the steam- 
er's upper desks to take it ashore when 
too water waa high. Miners suppliea 
composed the bulk of the freight, tho 
property ol one prospector alone who 
had outfitted for a three year's stay in 
.■Vlaska, being valued at !fl,200. The 
only live stock aboard were six head of 
hor'sea which had to be ahot aa there was 
no way of jnitting them ashore. On 
Sunday afternoon the steamer Barbara 
Boscowitz called at Bella Bella and took 
Purser La Farge, Pilot Jensen and 20 of 
the passengers aboard. These arrived 
here yesterdayevening, a number having 
come down on the noon train from Na- 
naimo. Stevens, one of the number.bas 
the greatest praise for Captain Roberts 
and I'urser La Farge. He says they 
worked like Trojans and never once lost 
their head. There was no confusion on 
the wrecked steamer, and he says there 
waa only one excited man aboard. La 
Farge, in speaking of the diaaator, does 
not express any opinion on What will be 
done to bring dipt. Roberts anil those 
with him down to \'ictoria. llu will 
make a full report of the steamera mis- 
fortune at the head otiice of the steamer 
at Seattle. Ho paid the fares of tlie 
Willapa's passengers who came down 
with him, and he would have paid for 
more of them if they had so desired. 
Many preferred, however, to remain 
with Captain Roberts at the scene of the 
w reck and save what they could 'of the 
cargo, in the iiopo of being called for by 
some ateanier bound north. Those with 
Ptirser La Forge all went over to the 
Sound on the Rosalie last evening, and 



ing rain varied v/ith (-i^uallH. On Thtira 
day morning early she continued on her 
voyage, and made the Race about two in, 
the afternoon, when the galo was about 
at ita worst. Cap,tain Porter was puz- 
zled to know what to do with his vessel; 
he thought of running into the Roads, 
and there dropping anchor, and then of 
going into quarantine. In the mean- 
while the ship was steering for William 
Head. She was making tremendous lee 
way, and waa almost unmanageable. 
Pilot Buchnam finally came to her as- 
sistance, and at 5 o'clock the ship made 
a landing, altliongh not until after aev- 
cral dints had been made in 
Komo of iier plates through col- 
liding too forccably with the wharf. 
Tho ship's voyage began aa it ended, 
with very rough weather. Six hours 
after leaving Yokohama, on the IDth 
inat., she ran into a storm which con- 
tinUetl four days, and which compelled 
her to take what ia known as the South- 
ern track across the I'acilic. She brought 
aa saloon passengers Mi . Henry Ilorris, 
Mr. Calloand Mr. Aitmetz. Tho first 
mentioned disembarked at Victoria, and 
intends spending three months in this 
province posting himself on British Col- 
umbia's mineral wealth, before going to 
lOngland. He has for years held the po- 
sition as chief chemist and analyst for 
the Pule Bram smelting works. Mr. 
Aitmetz is a Vladivostock customs at- 
tache going homo on a holiday trip. The 
Braeinar's steerage paesengera numbered 
KiO all told, there being of this number 
80 for Victoria, including 11 Chinese. 
They were put through their customary 
quarantine courses at William Head and 
detained, the ship remaining there until 
daylight yesterday morning.
